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FOREWORD 


We celebrate the hundredth anniversary of Woodrow Wilson’s birth by 
devoting much of the Fifty-second annual program to his life and thought. 
During the whole of his scholarly career Wilson was identified with our 
profession. His mind and the whole pattern of his life left their mark on 
the modern study of government at home and abroad. Our program this 
year is a forum for the reconsideration of Woodrow Wilson as a man of 
thought and action. 


Wilson was aware, as few men are, of the interlacing of politics with the 
whole of human experience. It never occurred to him to limit the exam- 
ination of government to the language of the law. Yet he did not fail to 
take the prescriptions of the Constitution or the statutes into full account. 
It never satisfied Wilson to describe the official mechanisms of govern- 
ment without regard to the unofficial activities with which the mecha- 
nisms interact. Yet with all his attention to the party system or to other 
organs of civic participation, Wilson carefully described the structure of 
The Congress, The Presidency, The Court, and the frame of State and 
Federal relations. . 


Description was not enough for him, however; asdabindig’ were always 
sought. And Wilson found present events thin and flat unless put in the 
setting of historical and prospective development. Woodrow Wilson was 
never content to let his aspirations for human freedom lose touch with his 
study of politics. »But he could distinguish between celebrating a value 
and designating an event. When Wilson saw a discrepancy between a 
goal and a state of affairs he gave rein to his imagination and would often 
invent a policy. Yet he did not put the weight .of his talent behind a 
proposal unt’ he had put it to the discipline of comparative study. 
Bound as he was to lifelong concern with political affairs Woodrow 
Wilson was unwilling to deny gratification to his aesthetic sensibilities. 
Yet it cannot be said that style mastered the man. 


Displaying this richness of mind, it is no surprise that Wilson’s ideas 
can be profitably examined in many fields of political science. The rela- 
tions of Congress and the Presidency, the party system, the study of public 
administration—these barely suggest the diversity of topics within the 
present program. 


It was not enough for Woodrow Wilson to read and reflect, to observe 
and write, to teach and consult. He was a man of action. As a man of 
action Wilson played no narrowly circumscribed role. We see him as 
Governor and President,.as party leader, as war President, as crusader 

against monopoly, as an architect of international order. We can catch 
‘some reflection of the character behind the separate roles and recognize 
in Woodrow Wilson a man in whom many of the strengths and weaknesses 
of American personality and culture, ‘to say nothing of man and civiliza- 
tion in general, were impressively expressed. 


The American Political Science. Association can pay,no higher tribute 
to a former colleague and President than to’ consider his life and thought , 
worthy, of the examination. for which: this program provides the agenda. .
